industrial enterprises in the state 
from ad valorem taxation ‘or a period. 
of seven years from commencement 
of their building. 

The senate committee on appropri- 
ations also reported favorably the 
Pace bill which provides for a state 
auditor’s department, while the house 
wa'ss and means committee voted te 
restore the old rate of one and @ 
half per cent on insurance premiums, 
in place of the three per cent rate 


as incorporated in .the general tax 
act at the regular session. This bill 


passed the house but failed fo pass in| 


the senate,., largely on objections, it 
was said, to this insurance premium 
tax and the tax on bank capital 
stocks. A sub-committee will endeav- 
er to reach a satisfactory compro- 
mise oh the bank tax’ and ‘report at 
a meeting of the full committee Kxi- 
day.

peisoning. | 

The deaths occurred at Morrill, 
Neb.; Cle Elum, Wash.; Watts, Cal., 
and Cayuga county, N. Y., and in 
every case, Dr. Geiger said followed 
eating of home-canned foods put up 
in glass jars. In the case of the 
Cayuga county family, he said, the 
mother first tested the food and then 
boiled it and she died, although the 
members of her family who ate th- 
food after boiling escaped. 

But it is not possible for the in- 
experienced to detect the spoilage 
either by sight or :aste. Dr. Geiger 
warned, and the only safe method is 
to boil the food before using it. 

He urged that canned food be 
boiled six hours in sea level locali- 
ties, and for longer periods in places 
of higher altitude. In a city of as 
high altitude as Denver, he adviseg 
boiling for thirteen hours. And 
every case as a safeguard he advo- 
cated boiling for at ieast thirty min- 
utes before serving.

“The extra session of the lesisla- 
ture will pass a tax bill in line with 
the recommendations of the tax com- 
mission,” said Mr. Langley, ‘Thurs- 
day night, “if it’is taken up the first 
thing and considered to the exclusion 
of all other matters.

The incident was 
scathingly commented upon by nu- 
merous members in private conversa- 
tion. The rembers of Georgia's law- 
making body, whatever else they may 
be, are certainly not afraid to ex- 
press their convictions without re- 
sorting to the cowardly trick of 
anonymity.

arrested in eight adult cases; 170 declared negative 
and relieved of fear; 44 far advanced, sent to sana- 
torium; 131 moderately advanced and are receiving 
expert clinical care; 35 incipient cases discovered. 
Has a colored branch, which does a tremendous work 
among negroes, who have Tess resistance to the dis- 
ease than white people. 

ASSOCIATED CHARITIES, 3312 Auburn Avenue. 
—Serves more than a thousand families a2 month. 
Goes into the homes, and works out ail sorts of fam- 
ily problems—domestic, economic, health and 
others. 

ATLANTA CHILD’S HOME, Hightower Road.— 
Shelters 54 infants and small children under five 
years of age. Shelters also 12 mothers whose ba- 
bies are there and who work with all the children. 
Founded in 1907. Takes care of more than 200 
children each year. 

ATLANTA HUMANE SOCIETY, Hes a Free Ci'nic 
at 1035 Mariet'a Street—Last year investigated and 


corrected 2,321 cases of cruelty that were reported. 


Saw to the proper shoeing of 161 horses and mules; 
electrocuted 276 sick and miserable dogs and cats; 
found homes for 241 dogs; treated and cured 21 
mufes and horses. Maintains a dog pound in which 
all dogs taken up by the city are cared for. 


BOY SCOUTS, Chamber of Commerce Bu'ld'ng— 
Sixty-five troops, including nearly 2,000 boys, in At- 
lanta. Established six years ago and in the time since 
then more than five million recorded “good turns” 
have been done, such as helping an old ladv home 
after she had sprained her ankle, freeing a cow that 
was tangled in a wire fence, fixing a little boy’s 
tricycle, etc. Troops are chartered principally under 
auspices of Atlanta churches. 


CAMP FIRE GIRLS—Governed by executive com- 
mittee and advisory board of Atlanta women. Six 
groups in Atlanta, comprising over 100 members. 
Other groups now being formed among junior high 
school girls with about 175 additional enrolled; ex- 
pects a membership of at least 500 by next summer; 
large group of teachers completing course of train- 
ing for leadership. Teaches girls how to make 
good homes; emphasizes helpfulness toward others. 
Hiking and camping are incidental to the main pro- 
gram. Has a ritual, and holds ceremonial meetings. 


CHURCHES HOMES FOR GIRLS, 38 Capitol Ave- 
nue.—Maintains five home-like residences for young 
women, who pay board and lodging in proportion 
to their earnings. Enables them to live in good sur- 
roundings which otherwise they could not afford. 
Takes care of them if they are sick or have no work; 
is caring now for approximately 300 girls; as soon 
as a guest is earning enough to live elsewhere, she 
makes room for some other young woman less 
fortunate. These homes have cared for approxi- 
mately 7,000 young women in the past nine years. 
At present 18 of the guests are taking business 
courses, some of them working in the homes to pay 
their board. Helps hundreds of girls equip them- 
selves for positions. 

COMMUNITY HOME ASSOCIATION FOR GIRLS. 
—Does a confidential work among young women in 
need of moral help. _ Established less than two years 
ago. Has cared for about 60 young women in the 
past year anda half. Its guests enter and leave vol- 
untarily. 

FEDERATION OF JEWISH CHARITIES, 90 Capi- 
tol Avenue—Is a little Community Chest ihat in- 
cludes the Jewish Educational Alliance Morris Hirsch 
Clinic, Montefiore Relief Association, the Free Loan 
Association and the Schoen Free _ Kindergarten. 
Does social, family service and health work. Is 
headquarters of neighborhood settlement work, 
Serves thousands of people each year. 
FLORENCE CRITTENTON HOME—Does work 
of a highly confidential nature among mothers and 
their infants. Established in 1886. Has cared for 
and reestablished many thousands of young women. 
Averages about 100 guests each year. Is governed 
by a group of leading Atlanta women who do per- 
sonal werk in the Home. 

GEORGIA CHILDREN’S HOME SOCIETY, Head- 
quarters et O:mewood Court, East of Grant Park.— 
Sixteen infants and 29 older children were found 
there recently, but the number varies greatly. Is a 
way station for childrep. Is the officially recognized 
state adoption agency in Atlanta. Operates through- 
out Georgia. 


GEORGIA COMMITTEE ON RACE RELATIONS, 
Palmer Buiid:ng—Originated what is known as the 
‘Atlanta Plan” of dealing with relations between the 
white and colored races. Works for the improve- 
ment of health and school conditions among ne- 
groes. Serves the whole negro population. 


GIRL SCOUTS, Georgian Building—Governed by 
leading men and women of Atlanta. Inaugurated in 
1921. Has 40 troops with nearly 1,000 members 
in Atlanta. Members gave last year 17,000 hours 
of home service to their mothers, in addition to 
7,000 hours of community service in Atlanta. Sev- 
enty-five per cent of the trcop leaders are mothers 


of scouts. 

HEBREW ORPHANS’ HOME, 478 Washington 
Street—Established 35 years ago. At present ts Car- 
ing for 73 orphans in the home and 53 additional 
orphans in private homes. Was one of the pioneers 
in the plan of keeping children with their mothers 
or other close relatives through subsidizing their care. 


HOME FOR INCURABLES, 220 S. Boulevard—Es- 
tablished 23 years ago. Is caring for an average of 
40 to 50 helpless persons, including one little boy 
and one little girl.

Lodgings ‘furnished, 
4,006; medical aid supplied to 86; 2,590 families relieved 
with groceries. Furnished 2,010 Christmas dinners; gave 
away over 26 tons of coal.

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UNDERWOOD IN FAVOR 
OF LEASING SHOALS 


Spartanburg, S. C., November &.— 
United States Senator Oscar W. Un- 
derwood, who stopped here overnight 
en route to Greenville, declared in a 
statement given out this morning that 
he was heartily in favor of leasing 
the Muscle Shoals nitrate and power 
plant to Henry Ford for a period of 
100 years. He briefly outlined the 
Ford offer quoting figures purporting 
to show how the government would 
profit by it and said: 

“Ford proposes to take over Muscle 
Shoals for a period of 100 years,” the 
senator said. “He guarantees to 
manufacture 40,000 tons of concen: 
trated nitrate every year. This is 
equal to the amount of Chilean ni- 
trate that we import every year. He 
proposes further to make it available 
to the farmer in fertilizer form far 
cheaper than the man of the soil can 
buy it now. 

“Hlis demands are simple and will 
be of profit to the government. He 
wants the two dams completed. For 
this he will pay the government 4 
per cent on the cost of completion, will 
set aside an amortization fund that 
will pay the government the entire 
cost of completing the dams and at 
the end of the 100 years he will turn 
the dams back to the government. 
Therefore, the government will get the 
dams, the principal and 4 per cent. 
Is that not profitable? In addition 
Mr. Ford will pay the government an 
8 per cent turnover in times of peace 
and will return the plant to the gov- 
ernment in time of war. 

“We must remember that Mr. Ford, 
or the corporation that will run the 
plant after his death, must rebuild 
the entire plant at least three times 
during those 100 years. To guarantee 
this corporation he will put $10,000,- 
000 into it. The entire offer is of 
benefit in three ways: ‘Po the gov- 
ernment, to the people and to Mr. 
Ford.” 

Senator Underwood, touching on the 
rum running issue, said that if the 
law enforcing officers were more zeal- 
ous in their work the rum fleets 
along the coast would not be so pre 
valent.

RAILROAD Grit 
PREDICT BIG YEAR 


New York, November 8.—(By the| 
Associated Press.)—Forecasting for 


1924 another period of such record- 
breaking freight traffic as the United 
States has experienced in the year 
just passing, two national organiza- 
tions of executives of the foremost rail- 
roads today adopted an ambitious 
program of financial and physical ex- 
pansion in the next twelve months. 

The program, drawn by the board of 
directors of the American Railway 
association, representing 240 roads, 
was approved by the full membership 
in session at the Yale club and later 
by’ heads of the 194 Class 1 roads 
which comprise the Association of 
Railway executives. 

It contemplates the aggregate ex- 
penditure exclusive of what appropri- 
ations may be contained in the 1924 
budgets—of $243.804,000 already au- 
thorized for new locomotives, cars and 
equipments. This would bring total 
capital expenditures of Class 1 roads 
since 1922 to $1,732,516,836. 

Goal Nearly Attained. 


Although the program did not spec- 
ify the total ¢apital expenditures for 
1924 that‘ might be written in the 
budgets of individual roads, it ex- 
pressed complete satisfaction with re- 
sults of the billion and a half dol- 
lar plan for expansion embarked upon 
last spring. 

The goals set then had nearly been 
attained; many traffic records had 
been smashed to carry the freight of 
an era of industrial prosperity ;. much 
new equipment had been acquired, and 
old equipment restored to service; 
car shortages had been few, traffic 
congestion rare and embargoes almost 
eliminated. 

All these accomplishments, the A.., 
R. A. and A. R, E. pointed that 
in adopting the program, were due 
principally to a new spirit of unity 
among the railroads and of co-opera- 
tion between the roads and the public. 

The roads pledged themselves to: 
continued effort to reduce the per- 
centage of locomotives and cars await- 
ing repairs: 

Increased supervision by the roads 
and greater co-operation with ship- 
pers to attain fuller utilization of car 
capacity ; 

Continued effort to increase the av- 
erage of a more extensive interchange 
of joint facilities; 

Continued cooperation of the roads 
through the car service division of 
the American Railway association: 

Active support to-all phases of the 
work of regional shippers’ advisory 
boards of road executives and cus- 
tomers organized to solve traffic prob- 


lems.

CHANGES OPPOSED 
N COTTON TRADE 


Washington, November 8.—The fea- 
eral trade commission today received 
further opinions on the probable effect 
of proposed changes of the cotton in- 


dustry at the concluding session of 
the hearings conducted to obtain in- 
formation requested by the senate. 

Witnesses appearing at the session 
which began ‘luesday have expressed 
a wide difference of opinion over the 
effect of the proposal to permit de- 
livery of cotton on future contracts 
at points outside New York. Most 
of them, however, have opposed any 
material change in the present form 
of the contract or the law. 

Thomas F. Cabill, of the New York 
Cotton exchange, opposed the south- 
ern warehouse delivery proposal in 
the belief that it would be expensive, 
would reduce the value of the con- 
tract, and would depress market con- 
ditions as now established. Citing 


statistics, Mr. Cahill contended that 
nothing at present stood in the way 
of movement of cotton to New York 
for delivery under contracts in ade- 
quate amounts. The warehouse ¢a- 
pacity there, he said, was ample for 
any conceivable contract needs. 

Theodore Marcus, of the Texas Cot- 
ton association, said he was “broadly” 
in favor of the southern delivery plan 
and thought in would “instill fear into 
the speculator’’ who, he said, was re- 
sponsible for near month positions 
selling at a premium and_ distant 
months at a discount. He opposed any 
further restriction on the grades of 
cotton deliverable: under the contract 
on the ground that it would reduce 
deliveries of cotton under contract 
whereas it was desirable to make ten- 
ders more attractive. 

James FE. Latham, of Greensboro, 
N. C., a member of the New York 
exchange, while doubtful as to the 
feasibility of financiig ‘southern de- 
livery. was in favor of the principle. 
He did not foresee depression of the 
market resulting from such a plan, 
and thought, on the contrary, that if 
it could be worked out, it would im- 
prove the contract by providing great- 
er opportunity for dealing in it.. He 
expressed the opinion that the fear 
that “their manipulation” would be 
made more easy was a “fear rather 
than anything else.’ He also was op- 
posed to any radical change in the 
number of deliverable grades,

Moscow, November 8.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.}—At ceremonies h 
here yesterdsy, the anniversary of 
the revolution, the official speakers 
warned kKussia te be 1m readiness for 
a possible European struggle. Leon 
Trotsky, minister of war, who was 
suffering from a cold and unable to re- 
view the army, in a letter to the 
Pravda said: 

“The fate of Europe may be de- 
cided during the seventh year of the 
Russian revolution. The year will 
not be one of rest for us, but a year 
of great and sanguine struggles, un- 
precedented heroism and many sacri- 
fices on the road to victory.”

Tobacco Co-ops 
Subject to Law 
As Leat Dealer 


Washington, November 8.—The in- 
ternal revenue bureau in a decision 
announced today held that an as- 
sociation composed of growers of leaf 
tobacco with “contracts with its mem- 
bers to handle cooperatively as prin- 
cipal the purchase and sale of leaf 
tobacco” is subject to the liability of 
a dealer in leaf tobacco under pres- 
ent laws. The ruling declared asso- 
ciations of that character are “in no 
sense” farmers or growers of leaf to- 
bacco and, therefore, can claim no ex- 
emption from the liability. 

“An association or corporation with- 
out capital stock, organized by a 
group of farmers for the purpose of 
selling cooperatively teaf tobacco 
grown by them, the sales being con- 
ducted by the association or corpora- 
tion as a principal,” the decision said, 
“can not claim exemption from lia- 
bility as a dealer in leaf tobacco 
upon the theory that it regards. it- 
self as identical with its meribers, or. 
in other words, that it is a farmer 
or grower itself and, as such, is en- 
titled to the same exemption accord- 
ed to that class. 

“In the sale of thé tobacco pro- 
duced by the farmer and delivered by 
him to the association as a member 
thereof, the establishment of a con- 
tractual relationship between the two 
parties is inevitable, which destroys at 
once the theory of their identity. 
The association in selling the tobac- 
co produced by its members must act 
either as principal or as agent. When 
the association agrees to buy, and the 
grower agrees to sell and deliver to 
the association all the tobacco ‘pro- 
duced by him or for him, the deliv- 
ery of the tobacco by a member fo the 
association operates as a transfer of 
title thereto and in the subsequent 
sale of tobacco by the association, the 
association acts as principal, not as 
agent, and is, therefore, clearly within 
the statutory definition of a dealer 
in leaf tobacco, as one whose business 
it is, for himself * * * to sell, or 
offer for sale, * * * leaf tobacco.”

Unlike most of our chandeliers, it 
was beautiful by daylight as well as 
at night. 


Simplicity’ Best. 

In choosing vour wall bracets, 
consider carefully the style of the 
room. A good general rule to f-llow 
simplicity and inconspiceucusness.

NATIONAL DEBT
